In Disaster 


Britain Also Counts 
Dead In Hundreds As 
Waters Run Wild 


AMSTERDAM, The Netherlands, 
GD—Europe’s three - day death toll 
from floods passed the 800 m ark 
today. Holland was the worst hit 
with 394 dead in her most calami­ 
tous floods since the 15th century. 
Britain counted 389 dead, Bel­ 
gium IO and IO others died at sea 
when a traw ler went down. 
Brave little Holland mustered all 
its strength to meet the disaster. 
Flood waters whipped up by hurri­ 
cane winds over the week end 
poured over crumbled dikes in the 
sorely - stricken southwest area. 
The waters reached 40 miles in­ 
land. 
Damage in the British Isles, Bel­ 
gium and The Netherlands ran 
into the millions of dollars. 
One sixth of Holland was under 
water. More than a million persons 
were homeless in Holland, Bel­ 
gium and the British Isles. 
The danger to The Netherlands 
remained great. Gale winds which 
combined with abnormally high 
tides to cause the floods continued 
to whip the waters over hundreds 
of miles of sand dunes and con­ 
necting dikes which had held back 
the north sea for centuries. 
Scores of bodies floated among 
vast seas of debris along Britain’s 
battered east coast. Rescue offi­ 
cials feared the death toll might 
pass 1,000. On one British island— 
tiny Canvey at the mouth of the 
Thames — 500 persons were miss­ 
ing. 
A great arm y of British troops 
and civilians rushed by land and 
sea and air to snatch survivors 
from possible death in new ties. 
In Holland, where much of the 
country is under sea level, some 
of it as much as 21 feet below, all 
resources were mobilized for the 
battle of the dikes. These are made 
of clay, tree branches, stone and 
asphalt. They have kept back the 
North Sea for centuries, perm it­ 
ting the Dutch to grow rich crops 
in the exposed bottomland and 
build prosperous cities on sea beds. 
To the mounting toll on land was 
added 132 persons drowned in the 
sinking of the ferry Princess Vic­ 
toria off Northern Ireland Satur­ 
day.

Truman issued the order on June 
27, 1950, two days after the start 
of fighting in Korea. He directed 
the Seventh Fleet to protect For­ 
mosa against Communist invasion 
and to assure that the Nationalists 
did not attack the mainland. The 
explanation was that the order was 
designed to keep the Chinese Reds 
out of the Korean War. 
Since 1950, Eisenhower recalled, 
the Reds have entered the war 
and, with Russian backing, he 
said, have turned down every 
peace overture from the United 
Nations. 
“Consequently,” 
E i s e n h o w 
er said, “There is no longer any 
logic or sense in a condition that 
required the United States Navy to 
assume defensive responsibilities 
on behalf of the Chinese Commu­ 
nists, thus permitting those Com 
munists, with greater impunity, to 
kill our soldiers and those of our 
United Nations allies in Korea. 
“I am, therefore, issuing instruc 
tions that the Seventh Fleet no 
longer be employed to shield Com 
munist China. This order implies 
no aggressive intent on our part.

Eisenhower 
disclosed 
another 
move in the Far Eastern conflict— 
“immediate increased attention to 
the development of additional Re­ 
public of Korea forces.” This was 
in line with his campaign demand 
that Korean troops replace other 
U. N. forces in the front lines as 
soon as possible. 
He said his foreign policy, in 
general, will envision “all peace­ 
ful methods and devices — except 
breaking faith with our friends.” 
Then—in apparent reference to 
the meetings Presidents Roosevelt 
and Truman attended at Yalta, 
Potsdam and elsewhere—the new 
President declared: 
We shall never acquiesce in the 
enslavement of any people in order 
to purchase fancied gains for our­ 
selves. 
“I shall ask the Congress at a 
later date to join in an appropri­ 
ate resolution making clear that 
this 
government 
recognizes 
no 
kind of commitment contained in 
secret undertakings of the past 
with foreign governments which 
permit this kind of enslavement.” 
Turning to affairs at home, the 
Chief Executive outlined a series 
of projects already started by his 
administration: 
A new federal loyalty and secur­ 
ity program, supervised by Atty. 
Gen. Brownell, to protect the gov­ 
ernment from 
“false servants” 
and “to clear the atmosphere of 
that unreasoned suspicion that ac­ 
cepts rumor and gossip as substi­ 
tutes for evidence.” In another 
apparent dig at the Truman re­ 


gime, Eisenhower said an admin­ 
istration which leaves its policing 
to Congress is only asking for “dis­ 
order and confusion.” 
Studies to straighten out the 
complexities of the defense estab­ 
lishment, revamp the tax laws to 
give small business a better break, 
and map legislation to replace the 
farm price support laws which ex­ 
pire at the end of 1954. He said the 
present 90 per cent of parity farm 
program will be enforced faith­ 
fully and a new program drafted 
to reduce “governmental interfer­ 
ence in the farmers’ affairs.” 
Eisenhower asked of Congress, 
among other things: 
1. Early statehood for Hawaii.! 
He didn’t mention Alaska, which 
is normally Democratic while Ha­ 
waii votes Republican. 
2. “Corrective action” to amend 
the Taft-Hartley labor law. Eisen-i 
hower said the Labor Department 
was making some specific recom­ 
mendations and he’d send them 
along later. He did stress the view 
that government’s role in labor- 
management relations should be 
mainly that of mediator, and he 
said 
the 
administration 
should 
avoid any hint of being “partial 
or punitive.” 
3. Amendment of the McCarran- 
Walter Immigration Act to remove 
what 
he 
called 
discrimination 
against some groups of aliens. 
4. Extension of the Old Age and 
Survivors Insurance law “to cover 
millions of citizens who have been 
left out of the social security sys­ 
tem.” The President also called 
for federal help to schools in areas 
which have a “proved need and 
proved lack of local income.” 
5. Extension of the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act. He called, 
too, for greater efforts by Euro­ 
pean countries to achieve econom­ 
ic unity. 
Eisenhower spoke with extreme 
gravity on the subject of finance.

the defense - critical areas as well 
as elsewhere.

For The Long Pull 


Every citizen is concerned with paying for 
highways. The United States could not exist 
without motor vehicles. 
Here is a point of view on the problem of 
vehicles which use roads commercially—trucks 
and buses—and how much they should pay. 
About 95 per cent of all vehicles used for 
trucking purposes are local. They are found on 
farm s, in delivery fleets such as those main­ 
tained by milk and bread companies, the Post­ 
office Department and, somewhat unexpectedly, 
the railroads. The sixth largest truck operator 
in the country is the Pennsylvania Railroad. 
This gives authority to an article by R. J. 
Littlefield, general tax agent of the railroad, in 
“The Pennsy” for February. He points out that 
railroads have no quarrel with trucks, only with 
operators of long-haul trucks which underbid 
railroads for business because the long haulers 
have an unfair cost advantage. 
They do not build and maintain their own 
road beds. They pay only a fraction of the 
taxes charged against railroads, and they are 
not subject to inflexible regulations. 
“Railroads seek no unfair advantage and wish 
to impose no burden cf prejudiced restrictions 
on trucks,” declares Littlefield. “We favor top 
competition among all forms of transportation 
on equal terms. Let the operator of each form 
of transportation pay the full cost of his op­ 
eration, charge the least he can, give the best 
service he can—and then let each customer 
choose the railroad, the trucking company, the 
airline, the barge, or whatever other form of 
transportation that best suits him .” 
That sounds fair enough and should have the 
effect of narrowing down the railroad-trucker 
issue. The argument is not between railroaders 
and all truck owners and operators. It is be­ 
tween railroaders and interstate truck opera­ 
tors—a minority of the trucking industry. 


True Goodness Isn’t Periodic 
A public appeal by Chancellor Henry Town­ 
ley Heald of New York University for a “re­ 
ligious endeavor that does not confine itself to 
Sunday morning but works all week long” has 
been a familiar pulpit plea, but too seldom has 
been voiced by laymen. 
Perhaps there is a special timeliness in Dr. 
Heald’s insistence that people today are “hun­ 
gry not for food but for understanding and 
compassion and hope,” although this declara­ 
tion, too, has been made down through the 
ages. 
For that m atter, his charge that we have a 
“ materialistic society” merely echoes unkind 
rem arks mortals have made about themselves 
as far back as history records. Usually such 
adverse comments are generously voiced in the 
first person. 
Yet every zealot for ethical living, in and out 
of the pulpit, agrees that Sunday goodness which 
does not carry forward into Monday and on 
through Saturday night is a bit hollow. More 
and more, churches fill up their week days 
and week nights with a program geared direct­ 
ly to their Sabbath emphasis. It no longer is 
considered strange when a church building is 
unlocked continuously, with some activities go­ 
ing on all the time. 
If a layman head of a large metropolitan uni­ 
versity minus any special religious stress it­ 
self, remind:! that good conduct, neighborliness, 
kindness, good will and ethical standards should 
not be put on the shelf ror a week at bedtime 
Sunday night, he at least has the backing of 
many other pew-sitters. The same basic princi­ 
ple could be extended to all civic and com­ 
munity responsibilities, which come to a fever­ 
ish focus at election times, but tend to sag in be­ 
tween.

Dissecting The Press 


By Frank Tripp 


Newspapers Are Taken Apart At Own Request 


Heard the press taken apart the 
other day. It was by its own con­ 
nivance; a request appearance of 
people invited in by the publishers 
of the state of New York to tell 
them what the customers think of 
the newspapers. They heard plen­ 
ty. 
The panel included a student, a 
lawyer, a housewife, a labor lead­ 
er, an educator, a farm er and a 
retailer, from different sections of 
tjie state. 
They had been given a set of 
questions in advance, so whatever 
the newspapers got they asked for. 
The 
only disappointing 
result 
was that in the main the forth­ 
right answers, maximal criticism 
and minimal praise followed a pat­ 
tern with which newspapers have 
been acquainted for a quarter of 
a century. 
Anaylsis of it all seems to this 
chronicler to boil down to a re­ 
gret that there are not more news­ 
papers as of yore. 
The type of questions: Did the 
p a n e l believe that newspapers 
slant the news, favor big business, 
glorify crime, kowtow to advertis­ 
ers; did the panel read editorials, 
advertising, 
comics—and so on. 
All were propounded by the pub­ 
lishers themselves. 


COMPOSITELY, no they did not 
think that newspapers in general 
slant the news, though some do, 
they said. Yet since “newspapers 
have themselves become big busi­ 
ness” the panel considered it nat­ 
u r a l that their interests lie there 
and inevitable that they would be 
influenced in that direction. 
This did not seem to bother them 
too much provided the paper kept 
its opinions on the editorial page, 
out of the news columns and gave 
both sides of 
important 
issues. 
T h e y read the editorials, want 
more local ones, panned the syn­ 
dicated ones. 
They read the news or comics 
first and were of the opinion that 
few people read editorials. 
All but one proved comic ad­ 
dicts, admitting it sheepishly 
at 
first, until the educator came clean 
as a fan of the funnies. The oc­ 
casion would have been a Roman 
holiday for a comic strip peddler. 
Nobody had real belief that ad­ 
vertisers influence newspaper pol­ 
icy, except to the extent that big 
business may get the break gen­ 
erally.

Truman’s Letters Pose Knotty Problem 


The most interesting items may 
be missing from the memorabilia, 
probably the 
equivalent of two 
freight carloads, which Harry S. 
Truman has shipped to Kansas 
City for storage in the Jackson 
County Courthouse pending com­ 
pletion of the projected $1,500,000 
Truman Library 
at Grandview, 
Mo. 
Those were the polemic personal 
letters, many in Trum an’s 
own 
handwriting, which he is believed 
to have sent out in a steady stream 
in the last few years, often voic­ 
ing in near - salty language his 
candid views on a wide range of 
subjects. 
Collectors who specialize in such 
presidential papers expect the epis­ 
tles to keep turning up for genera­ 
tions. Some believe that Truman 
will run Abraham Lincoln a close 
second when it comes to a pro­ 
gression of personally written let­ 
ters coming to light over the years. 
The mass of Truman papers left 
for Missouri with controversy still 
in the air over the exact legal 
status of “personal papers” of a 
president, but the collectors point 
out that the law is pretty clear as 
to what can be done with the per­ 
sonal letters he penned to friend 
and foe. 
Property rights in letters written 
to other people have been a trou­ 
blesome problem in English and 
American 
courts 
for 
centuries. 
They are classed as “literary pro­ 
ductions” all right, but because 
they were given away, the recipi

tion in a volume. 
One of the bitterest struggles ov­ 
er correspondence occurred a year

House Speaker William Saxbe

getting some seven million dollars 
for Northern Ohio toll road - con­ 
necting routes that the turnpike 
commission promised to build.

At the same time the committee 
was awaiting word on whether it 
will be given access to secret in­ 
formation on Gen. Walter Bedell 
Smith, a long-time friend and asso­ 
ciate of Eisenhower, who has been 
nominated for under secretary of 
state. 
The committee declined to dis 
close in advance of its hearing on 
Conant’s nomination who the wit­ 
nesses would be. Chairman Wiley 
(R-Wis) said several persons or 
groups had asked to be heard in 
opposition. 
A 1952 speech Conant made has 
been interpreted by some Roman 
Catholic organizations as an attack 
on parochial schools, and several 
senators have reported receiving 
letters protesting his appointment. 
Sen. H. Alexander Smith (R-NJ), 
a committee member, predicted 
that both Conant and Smith would 
be confirmed by the Senate “with 
little trouble.** 
* 
No date for a hearing on Smith’s 
nomination has been set but it may 
be held tomorrow. He is the retir 
ing director of the Central Intel 
ligence Agency and during World 
War II was Eisenhower’s chief of 
staff. 
The foreign relations committee 
asked the government Loyalty Re­ 
view Board Friday for testimony 
Smith gave it in the case of John 
Paton Davies Jr., a State Depart­ 
ment career officer now serving 
as political adviser to U. S. occu 
pation authorities in Western Ger­ 
many. 
The loyalty b o a r d 
recently 
cleared Davies of disloyalty char­ 
ges. Smith has said publicly he 
regards Davies as a loyal and effi­ 
cient officer. While Smith was 
ambassador to Moscow, Davies 
served under him. 
The foreign relations commit­ 
tee’s request for Smith’s testimony 
before the loyalty board apparent­ 
ly put up to Eisenhower an issue 
that former President Truman of­ 
ten had to meet—whether to give 
congressional committees access 
to secret investigative files. 
Sen. Taft (R-Ohio), the majority 
leader, said he believes a method 
will be found to let the committee 
have the information it wants. But 
he said it presented a “delicate 
question.** 
Taft suggested E i s e n h o w e r 
might let Smith bring before the 
group and read a copy of the testi­ 
mony he gave the loyalty board. 
Truman, with few exceptions, 
turned down requests of congres­ 
sional probers for access to files 
of investigative agencies, contend­ 
ing that to do so would disrupt 
their operations. 
Taft said he felt some less re­ 
strictive policy should be worked 
out by the White House, although 
he indicated he did not agree with 
some senators that C o n g r e s s 
should have free access to secret 
files.

A. For wall paper that has been 
scratched, moisten a scrap of the 
paper which has been saved and 
carefully scrape off the coloring 
with a thin knife-blade. Apply this 
to the scratch and when dry, the 
mark will not be noticeable. 


Q. How can I disinfect tooth­ 
brushes? 
A. Disinfect them frequently by 
dipping them into boiling water. 
Pour peroxide of hydrogen over 
the bristles and rinse well with 
hot water. This will cleanse and 
whiten the bristles simultaneous­ 
ly. 


Q. How can I repair cracks in 
laundry tubs? 
A. Use litharge-glycerin paste. 
This paste is made by mixing 
enough glycerin with a quantity of 
litharge so that it can be applied 
as a plastic cement.

' Proposed Inquiry 
Rests On Support 
Of House Democrats 


CHARLESTON UFI—A 
proposal 
for an investigation of the State 
Road Commission, which some ob­ 
servers expected to result in a 
fairly close vote, was up for ac­ 
tion in the Houje of Delegates to­ 
day. 
Although sponsored by a Dem­ 
ocrat, Delegate Johnston Mercer, 
the resolution’s solid core of sup­ 
port was expected to be found in 
the 33-member Republican minor­ 
ity. 
Its fate rested on how many 
Democrats also would support the 
proposal for an investigation to be 
conducted between the 1953 a n d 
1955 legislative sessions. A similar 
R e p u b l i c a n-sponsored 
reso­ 
lution got nowhere in the House 
two years ago. 
Concurrence of the Senate would 
be required for the Johnston reso­ 
lution to become effective. It call^ 
for establishment of a joint study 
committee of five members from 
each house, plus the House speak­ 
er and Senate president as co­ 
chairmen. 
The House chamber tonight will 
be the scene of the first public 
hearing in the 1953 legislature. 
The hearing, conducted by the 
House Judiciary Committee, will 
be on an administration bill de­ 
signed to bring about equalization 
of real estate assessments. 
Under the companion measures 
in House and Senate, county as­ 
sessors would be required to re­ 
assess all property every f o u r 
years, beginning in 1954. The state 
tax commissioner would be em­ 
powered to change 
assessments 
and to assess property overlooked 
at the county level. 
Membership of county boards of 
equalization and review, now made 
up of the three-member county 
courts, would be broadened to in­ 
clude 
representatives 
of county 
boards of education and incorpor­ 
ated communities. A state board 
of equalization and review would 
serve as a higher appeal agency. 
The first bills to come up for 
passage in the 1953 session were 
at that stage today on the calen­ 
dars of both the Senate and the 
House. 
Up for passage were two House 
bills 
dealing w i t h changes 
in 
term s of judicial circuits and three 
minor bills in the Senate. 
The road commission resolution 
was sent back to the House with­ 
out recommendation last Friday 
by the rules committee. A three- 
member rules subcommittee had 
it under consideration for a week. 
The version sent back into the 
House did not contain an original 
provision which also would have 
included the Motor Vehicles De­ 
partm ent as an object of the study. 
The amended v e r s i o n 
was 
strengthened to give the proposed 
study committee broader powers 
in summoning 
records 
of state 
agencies and to give it specific 
authority to cite witnesses for con­ 
tempt, if they refused to cooper­ 
ate.

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Creation Of Snug Chart Room 
Helps Widen Your Horizon 


WASHINGTON, 
D. 
C.—Before 
World War II, a trip to Europe 
was the event of a lifetime. Most 
people could count on their fingers 
those they knew who had made a 
junket to foreign lands. Nowadays 
so many people dart about the face 
of the earth that the stay-at-homes 
feel in the imposed-upon minority. 
If you have yet to fly an ocean 
or be photographed for a passport, 
don’t let it get you down. Merely 
prepare yourself for your starting 
day by widening your horizons 
and increasing your knowledge of 
far places. 
A most effective way is to turn 
one of the rooms in your household 
into an imaginative and decorative 
chart room where you can plot the 
course of the trips you hope to 
take “someday.** 
You m ay have been meaning to 
do something about the den—or the 
recreation room—or even the liv­ 
ing room—for some time. Now’s 
a good time to begin. 
First, you decide upon the maps 
you will use for wall decoration. 
You already m ay have them, fold­ 
ed carefully, but seldom seen. If 
you haven’t the exact ones you’d 
like, they’re easy to obtain from 
geographical or travel magazines 
or from travel bureaus or Cham­ 
bers of Commerce. If you are not 
too much concerned with modern- 
day accuracy, you m ay find in­ 
triguing charm in some of the 
antique maps you can obtain from 
book stores. 
The maps you select will, in all 
probability, supply you with sug­ 
gestions for a room color scheme. 
You can, for instance, adopt the 


clear blue-green sea color found 
on maps for the walls and wood­ 
work of your room. By painting 
them both the same hue, you will 
give the illusion of greater spac­ 
iousness to your room—a decora­ 
tive device that is helpful when 
you are intent upon widening your 
horizons. 
Before you begin painting, be 
sure you know exactly where you 
want the maps when you have 
finished. You can thumb-tack them 
in various positions to help you 
make your decisions. 
If you displace any of the plas­ 
ter in the process, simply fill the 
holes with spackling m aterial be­ 
fore you begin to paint. Spackling 
m aterial, incidentally 
is 
usually 
sold in white powder form. Merely 
mix a small quantity with a little 
water immediately before you are 
ready to use it. You can apply the 
filler with an old kitchen knife, or 
your finger or thumb, for that m at­ 
ter. Just make sure you smooth 
it off so it’s level with the surface 
when it dries. If any roughness re­ 
mains, you can, of course, sand it 
smooth after it’s dry. 
Before you begin to paint, make 
careful inspection of all wood and 
plaster surfaces. Fill any cracks 
so that your surface will be in per­ 
fect condition. Make sure, also, 
that all surfaces are free from 
dust and grease.

that’s painted to match your wood 
work—you’re free to go skylarking 
in your imagination to the farthest 
corners of the earth. 
Here’s How To Guard Plaster 
Around Recessed Radiator 


One of the frequent complaints 
made by home owners who insist 
upon good maintenance in their 
house is that the edges of the plas­ 
ter around a recessed radiator con­ 
tinue to chip away and cause an 
unsightly spot in an otherwise per­ 
fectly kept home. 
The cause of this is simply that 
the continual expansion and con­ 
traction caused by the radiator be­ 
ing alternately hot and cold causes 
the plaster to crack and eventual­ 
ly drop off around the rim . Even 
where m etal beading has b e e n 
used along the edge, this is liable 
to happen. 
It has been found that the best 
cure for this household problem 
lies in setting a wood fram e or 
molding 
around 
the 
recess 
in 
which the radiator is installed. 
In doing this job, there are one 
or two things to consider before 
you start the work. First, you can 
run the molding down to the base­ 
board or you can cut a w a y the 
baseboard and run the molding to 
the floor. You will have to decide 
which would look the best in your 
own case. 
The next consideration is the 
painting of the molding. This nev­ 
er should be in any color other 
than a m atch for the trim in the 
room. The radiator also should be 
the same color as that used in the 
room.

molding properly is to use long, 
thin wire nails with small heads. 
Be sure to get the nails through 
the plaster and well into the wood 
frame behind it. 
If this is not done, the wood may 
spring away from the wall and 
tear out a large piece of plaster 
when it does so. The molding 
should not touch the radiator, but 
should be at least a quarter-inch 
away from it. Corners should be 
mitered and neatly and accurately 
cut.

CLEVELAND Lf)—Further offer­ 
ings of foreign iron and steel on 
U. S. m arkets were reported today 
tjy the magazine Steel. 
“Growth of steel shipments from 
Japan has forced European ste e l 
almost off the west coast market 
In galvanized sheets, black plate 
and plate," Steel said in its weekly 
report on the metalworking indus­ 
try. 
The magazine said there is be­ 
lief that the rebuilt Japanese steel 
industry may become potent com­ 
petition for west coast steel pro­ 
ducers. 
“On the east coast," the report 
continued, “Dutch foundry iron is 
now available for first-quarter de­ 
livery at prices not much above 
the domestic ones. 
“The U. S. m arket is being felt 
out also for 50,000 tons of Scan­ 
dinavian off-grade iron.” 
Additional movement toward a 
balance between supply and de­ 
mand in the entire steel m arket 
was noted by the magazine. 
“Trade observers have expected 
balances . . . to arrive product 
by product and geographical area 
by geographical area. That pat­ 
tern is prevailing," Steel said. 
Some sellers of premium priced 
plates already were reported hav­ 
ing to look for customers.

‘Streamlined’ 
Court Sought 


Proposal Introduced 
In West Virginia 


CHARLESTON (TI—An adminis­ 
tration 
proposal 
designed 
to 
streamline procedure in civil court 
cases in West Virginia was intro­ 
duced today in the House of Dele­ 
gates. 
The bill was sponsored by Speak­ 
er W. E. Flannery (D-Logan), as 
the legislators returned to their 
desks after a week-end recess. 
The proposal would authorize 
the attorney general to make a 
study of the system, called out­ 
moded by many lawyers in the 
state, a n d to recommend re­ 
visions. 
An appropriation of $10,000 to 
finance the study was recommend­ 
ed by the Board of Public Works 
in the budget document now be­ 
fore the legislature. 
In the 1951 legislature, an ap­ 
propriation to finance a similar 
study by the State Judicial Council 
was approved by the House but 
killed in the Senate. 
Another bill before the House 
today would make it a 
mis­ 
demeanor for a person to ride in 
an automobile if the driver is in­ 
toxicated. 
Sponsored by Del. Tinsley (D- 
Fayette), the measure also would 
make it a misdemeanor for the 
owner of an automobile knowingly 
to permit a person to ride with 
an intoxicated driver. 
Other House bills included one 
by Francis (D-Kanawha) to create 
a five-member 
Board 
of 
Ac­ 
countancy to replace the present 
three-member Board of Certified 
Public Accountants, and to require 
all public accountants to pass ex­ 
aminations given by the proposed 
board. 
Other bills included: 
Yoak 
(D-Calhoun)—to 
classify 
vehicles used for hunting and fish­ 
ing only as “special mobile equip­ 
ment’* for the purpose of regis­ 
tration. 
Hubbard (R-0 h i o)—to increase 
from $500 to $600 the tax on horse 
race tracks of a mile or more in 
length for each day of racing, and 
to increase from $250 to $300 the 
similar t a x for smaller tracks. 
Also would increase the state tax 
from the pari-mutuel pool from 
three to five per cent. 
Currence 
(D-Pocahontas) — to 
make the findings of a county 
council final when it refuses an ap­ 
plication for Department of Pub­ 
lic Assistance aid, unless there is 
no evidence to support council’s 
findings. 
Curtis (D-Brooke)—to nominate 
candidates for judge of the First 
Judicial Circuit by primary elec­ 
tion. At present, the first circuit 
is the only one in the state which 
nominates its judges by party con­ 
ventions. 
Snyder (D-Kanawha)—to absolve 
a person from paying state legal 
fees and allowances when it can 
be proved the person is unable to 
pay them. 
Snyder—to abolish 
the 
listing 
of specific violations on summonses 
and notices regarding traffic vio­ 
lations.

Men9s Postures Have Gone To Pot 


Let’s take a poll. Who has the 
worst postures in town, men or 
women? Look around and see if 
you agree that far too many men 
have let their postures go to pot, 
literally. 
For one thing, women are more 
style conscious, therefore m o r e 
posture proud. Being aware that 
a firm up-pull, aided by an ex­ 
pensive girdle, takes off half the 
stomach, women make a determ­ 
ined effort to keep up. 


THEN, too, the cut of a man’s 
clothes minimizes fore and a f t 
bulges, more or less successfully. 
Even when a man takes on a bay 
window effect, he’s inclined to be 
fairly nonchalant about it, particu­ 
larly if he can afford tailor made 
suits and cut quite a prosperous 
figure. 
Whether we call it posture, car­ 
riage or poise, an erect bearing 
is literally the backbone of what 
is known as style in women and 
presence in men. 
Even so, looks are the least im­ 
portant part of the posture line-up. 
For, gentlemen, when the beltline 
slips its moorings, gravity wins 
and a lot of your natural zip and 
zest slip too. 
To put posture on an efficiency 
basis, use an elementary construc­ 
tion principle and have the three 
body s e g m e n t s—the head, the 
shoulder girdle and chest and the 
hip girdle—centered exactly over 


plump line and there is no strain­ 
ing at the joints and connections. 
Poor sitting is just as responsi­ 
ble fbr faulty posture as poor 
standing. Many easy chairs encour­ 
age the tired-business-man slump. 
When both the seat and back of 
the chair are thickly upholstered, 
the figure that settles in that chair, 
season after season, may eventual­ 
ly take on those general contours, 
particularly when the chair seat 
is so deep as to further encourage 
the slump. 
Posture correction, like every­ 
thing else, begins first in y o u r 
mind. When good posture is im­ 
portant to you from the health and 
efficiency angle, you’ll get on the 
beam. 


THE OLD army rule, “t h r o w 
back your shoulders and . . .” 
is all wrong. And besides from the 
back that doesn’t fool anybody. 
The single posture rule is “Up”. 
Once you realize that the posture 
controlling muscles are attached to 
the top ribs—not to the shoulder 
girdle or to the breast bone—ifs 
easy to see that raising the shoul­ 
ders or pushing out the chest is no 
help. 
Start the uplift with the lower 
abdominal muscles and contract 
with the big hip muscles. These 
two sets of muscles, working to­ 
gether, center the pelvis. 
The middle muscles are capable 
of two pulls, an up-pull and an in­ 
pull must come first. Shoulders 


Before our grandchildren go to 
summer camp, they write to give 
us their addresses, and express the 
hope that we will write them often 
there.

Everybody else anywhere likes to 
get considerable mail, one reason 
so many million post cards are 
sent on birthdays and Christmas. 


ALL OF US who have members 
of the family, or other relatives, 
in the armed forces, should realize 
what lots of letters mean. How 
much more must letters from loved 
ones mean to the men in Korea. 
Of course, there’s a lot more 
gained from these letters. Most of 
all, it is the assurance to the per­ 
son receiving the letter that he is 
still close to the hearts of his fami­ 
ly members and other loved ones. 
But when letters are very few, 
and come rarely from those he 
once supposed loved him most, he 
must have a lot of heartaches. 
To be so neglected when he must 
soon face combat and maybe lose 
his life or be seriously injured in 
defense of his country and the 
other free nations of the world must 
be a bitter blow. He must feel 
the sting of ingratitude much as 
some parents do whose grown chil­ 
dren neglect or ignore them. 
It’s easy to weep copious tears 
when the son, husband or daugh­ 
ter leaves for the induction camp; 
even easy to write faithfully for a 
while. But then perhaps, affection 
wanes by-and-by, ardor dims and 
letters go more seldom. 
Not just the men in Korea need 
frequent and regular mail f r o m 
home, but all other men and wom­ 
en in uniform also. Nothing esle 
can do so much for their morale. 
Most parents who have sons or 
daughters in the armed forces and 


also younger children at home are 
losing a big opportunity to bring 
up their children to gain in moral 
and spiritual stature. 
J 
This is because they are not moti­ 
vating or requiring those of their 
younger children who are old 
enough to write regularly to the 
brother or sister in the a r m e d 
forces. 


IT IS wonderful when a parent 
makes the writing of such letters 
a family enterprise in which all 
members gladly share. But only a 
;few will be able to accomplish this. 
Their only hope is to require their 
! children to write these letters as a 
regular responsibility. 
Many parents, alas, having be­ 
lieved in the silly prevailing doc­ 
trine that children never should be 
required to do anything they don’t 
feel like doing, may not now be 
! able to direct their children in this 
family duty. 
So the oft-disappointed G. I. may, 
sometimes correctly, blame the 
lack of letters from home on some 
of the modern experts on child 
rearing.
